NOTIFICATION 

New Delhi, the 28th August, 2006 

S.0.1488(E).— In exercise of powers conferred by Section 3 of the United Nations 
(Privileges and Immunities) Act, 1947 (46 of 1947), the Central Government hereby 
accords to the Regional Delegation of International Federation of Red Cross and Red 
Crescent Societies in New Delhi (hereinafter “Delegation” or “Regional Delegation”) the 
following privileges and immunities : 

1 The Regional Delegation shall possess legal personality and the legal 

capacity necessary for the exercise of its fiinctions, including right to 

sue and be sued under the laws applicable in India. 

2 The Regional Delegation and its members regardless of their 

nationality, on being granted legal status shall: 

(i) Be immune from any legal process in respect of words spoken or 
written and all acts performed by them in their official capacity. 

(ii) Be exempt from taxation in respect of the salaries and 
emoluments paid to them by the International Federation of Red 
Cross and Red Crescent Societies. 

(iii) Be immune from national service obligations. , 

(iv) Be entitled to free of charge, together with their spouses and 
immediate family members dependent on thehi, appropriate entry 
visa. 

(v) Be immune together with their spouses and relatives dependent 
on them from alien registration. 

(vi) Be accorded the same privileges in respect of exchange facilities 
as are accorded to the officials of comparable ranks forming part 
of diplomatic mission to the Government. 

(vii) Be given together with their spouses and relatives dependent on 
them, the same repatriation facilities in time of international 
crises as diplomatic envoys. 

3. Indian nationals or the permanent residents in India, working in Regional 
Delegation, shall not be eligible for any of the immunities and privileges. 

4. The Regional Delegation, its assets and other property shall be exempt from, 
customs duties and prohibitions and restrictions as may be the case, in respect of 
reasonable quantity of articles imported by the Regional Delegation for its official 
use. The articles imported under such exemption shall not be sold in India except 
under conditions agreed with the Government of India.

5. The Regional Delegation will not, as a general rule, claim exemption from 
excise duties or taxes on purchase of movable and immovable property, which 
form part of the price to be paid when the Regional Delegation is making 
purchases for official use of property on which such duties and taxes have been 
charged or are chargeable. However, the Government, whenever required, may 
consider refund of excise duty or taxes, if requested by the Regional Delegation. 

6. The privileges, immunities, exemptions and facilities accorded under this 
Notification are granted in the interest of the Regional Delegation and not for the 
personal benefit of the individuals themselves. The International Federation of the 
Red Cross and Red Crescent Societies shall waive the immunity accorded to any 
person, if, in its opinion, such immunity would impede the course of justice and 
tho waiver would not prejudice the purposes for which the immunities are 
accorded. 

7. The Regional Delegation and the International Federation of Red Cross and 
Red Crescent Societies shall take every measure to ensure that the privileges, 
immunities, exemptions and facilities conferred under this Notification are not 
abused and for the purpose shall establish such rules and regulations as it may 
deem necessary and expedient. There shall be consultation between the 
Government and the International Federation should the Government consider that 
an abuse has occurred. 

8. All differences arising out of the interpretation or application of this 
Notification shall be settled by mutual consultations between the Government and 
th^ International Federation of the Red Cross and Red Crescent Societies as per 
laws in India.
